Irma Grese Hailed as ‘Saint’ 


NUERNBERG, April 13.—(Reuters)—A secret movement has been 
started among girl students of Germany to make a saint out of Irma 
Grese, “blonde beastess” of Belsen concentration camp, who was exe- 
cuted some time ago following her conviction on war crimes charges, 
it was learned here today. 

ONE STUDENT SAID IN AN INTERVIEW here: “These fanatical 
and foolish girls are meeting in secret and creating a new Nazi ritual 
which seeks to represent Grese as a German Joan of Arc.” 

Part of the ritual is the wearing of red caps in imitation of thase 
of the British military police, who, the fraulein fanatics were said to 
depict as having tortured “St. Irma” into signing a false confession. 

ANOTHER PART OF THE RITUAL CONSISTS of electing one 
of the members of a group as “Irma the martyr.” 

“Irma” is then “attacked” by other members who represent crim- 
inal internees and she defends herself with a paperwhip. 

In American military government report on recent British and 
American roundup of ring leaders of Nazi underground said: 

“IN THE LAND OF GREATER WESSE 12 of 17 persons arresied 
were women, Several of the women rounded up in raids were former

WASHINGTON, April 13.— 
(AP)—Francisco Franco, Spain's 
agile dictator for nearly a decade, 
today was on the toughest diplo- 
matic spot since the wartime 
years when the Axis demanded 
a pay-off for past favors. 

He was pinned there by Po- 
land's demand for United Nations 
action against ‘his government on 
the grounds that it constitutes a 
menace to the world’s peace and 
security. 

The United Nations’ Security 
Council will weigh Poland's re- 
quest, 

France already has demonstrat- 
ed her antipathy toward France 
by closing her border to Spain, 
Russia has gone even further 
with a demand for prosecution of 
Franco as a war criminal. 

There appeared a_ possibility 
that Franco might be accorded an 
opportunity to offer a formal de- 
fence of his regime. 

The coming discussion seemed 
certain to contribute to the press- 
ure-campaign undertaken by the 
Allies to force a bloodless change 
of rule in Spain, wartime spy 
pcst and supply source for Ger- 
many and Italy.

Nashimoto, 72, angry because the 
Japanese liaison office failed to 
send an automobile to take him to 
the charred ruins of his mansion, 
accepted a ride in the Associated 
Press jeep. 

“| DON’T THINK I should have 
been held”, he said. “I had nothing 
to do with the war. I never thought 
Japan could win,

Eased Trade Bans 
Have Little Effect 


By GEORGE KITCHEN 

OTTAWA, April 13—(CP)—Re- 
cent relaxation of British import 
restrictions on Canadian goods is 
expected to have little effect—in a 
jobs-and-dollars sense—on Canad- 
ian sales to Britain, authoritative 
sources predicted today. 

“The important thing”, said one 
authority, “is that the British have 
admitted in their policy the prin- 
ciple that Canadian firms with his- 
toric trade connections with the 
United Kingdom should be permit- 
ted to resume trade, even if on a 
limited basis”. 

However, the flow of trade, for 
the first few months at least, was 
expected to be small due mainly 
to domestic shortages. 

The British govern:epnt will al- 
low importation of 20 per cent of 
pre-war imports from Canadian 
companies who previously had 
trade with the United Kingdom. 
The relaxation applies to a list of 
specified articles which previously 
had been prohibited from importa- 
|tion on the ground they were non- 
essential, 

Specifically, the list includes such 
articles as sports equipment, foun- 
tain pens, mechanical pencils, va- 
cuum cleaners, paints and varnishes 
and a number of rubber goods and 


‘Atomic Energy to 
Generate Power 


OAK RIDGE, Tenn., April 13— 
|(AP)—Generation of power for 
peacetime use through the harness- 
ing of atomic energy will be the 
task of an experimental plant to 
be established here, Maj.

British Soldiers 
To Quit Indonesia 


LONDON, April 13—(CP)—Bri- 
tish and Dutch officials agreed last 
night on “a gradual withdrawal of

What Is Canada Doing? 


The visible supply of wheat in Canada at 
April 4th, was down to less than 99,000,000 
bushels. That is the lowest point touched in 
seven years. The marketing year has still 
three and a half months to run, With a mill- 
ion bushels per day leaving the country, the 
carry-over at the first of August will be 
away below the “safety reserve” figure. The

that time to the floor boards. 

Canada, that is to say, is staking next 
winter's bread supply and next spring's seed 
supply, on the 1946 crop, which is not yet 
sown. If the yield is good six months or so 
from now, all will be well. If it is small, we 
may have bread-rations in Canada when win- 
ter comes. If the quality is poor we may have 
to import seed for the crop of 1947. 

Canadians should know this, get it clear- 
ly in mind, and remember it when some 
gentleman across the line demands to be told 
why the Dominion is not doing something to 
help feed the hungry people in Europe and 
Asia. / 


Law Is Law 


Brought into court for speeding, a motor- 
ist offered in extenuation that he had not 
been mixed up in any accident, The plea did 
not count. The magistrate, very properly, in- 
formed the offender that he was not accused 
of having been involved in an accident, but 
with having driven faster than the law 
allows. 

That is the line which will have to be 
taken if Edmonton streets are to be made 
safe, or anything less than danger-spots. Not 
much has been gained by prosecuting driv- 
ers who caused accidents while breaking the 
law. And not much ever will be gained so long 
as punishment is supposed to be a penalty 
only for killing or injuring some person or 
crashing into another car. 

That supposition is altogether too com- 
mon. Quite a number of drivers act on the 
principle that so long as they dodge through 
traffic without doing damage they are in the 
clear. That notion will have to be corrected 
if much is to be accomplished in the way of 
accident prevention. 

The man who breaks the traffic law but 
“gets by” without causing an accident needs 
rounding up—needs it more than is fre- 
quently required by one who had the bad 
“luck” to hit some person or collide with 
another vehicle. The latter is likely to have 
been cured of law-breaking. The former is 
likely to go right on breaking the law as long 
as he escapes accident experience. 

The point to emphasize, heavily and con- 
tinuously, is that breaking the law is in it- 
self a punishable offence, regardless of 
whether or not an accident resulted. 


Stronger Means Needed? 


Six of the nations represented on the 
Security Council have broken off relations 
with the Franco government or indicate that 
they are likely to do so. If the Polish, French 
and Russian delegates can present any sub- 
stantial evidence to support their accusa- 
tions, the probability is that half the coun- 
tries in the world will have nothing to do 
with Spain in future, whether or not the 
Council takes any action. 

That would be serious to a great trading 
nation, As Spain does not come “under that 
heading, Franco might not be ousted in con- 
sequence. He might even pile a Haman’s gal- 
lows tariff around the country, tell foreign- 
ers he didn’t want to do business with them, 
and make a try for national self-sufficiency. 

If precedents mean anything the Span- 
iards would be in for bad times, but so long 
as Francesco can keep the army in line he 
needn't care about that.

The plotters, if they are there, are his 
friends, And in his position he isn’t likely to 
sacrifice friends in hope of placating a hos- 
tile world,

At the end of the three-month 
theoretical course, a provincial 
qualifying examination is held, 
Students must pass this examina- 
tion before going on to their clin- 
eal training. 
.NO TUITION fee is charged. 
However, during the three months’ 
theoretical work, students are re- 
quired to maintain themselves and 
buy uniforms and books. This 
amounts to approximately $130 and 
includes four uniforms and 12 bibs 
and aprons. When they reach 
clinical training, they are paid $20 
monthly for eight months,
